Even  the  most  casual  observer 
visiting  their  headquarters  noticed 
a  difference  in  the  character  of 
training  their  men  were  receiving, 
instead  of  close  order  drills,  pa- 
rades and  ceremonies,  they  saw 
problems  being  worked  out  in  at- 
tack and  defense,  advance  guard 
.  nd  oulposl  duty,  patrolling,  use 
,,|  ever,  fire  discipline,  direction 
and  control,  etc.  Much  specula- 
tion l>\  observers  was  engaged  in 
as  i"  what  all  these  things  meant.
